JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., 
obedience to your request to forward you 
an expression of my views as to what is 
the most important issue in this year’s 


campaign in Missouri, and how that issue 
should be met by the Democratic party, 
i desire to say that the most important 
isespe—indeed, the only issue in this year’s 
campaign in Missourf—is the financial one, 
and whether oer net the Democratic party 
will continue to be the exponent of honest 
bimetallism—the champion of the cause of 
free coinage.) < \unoreb- 

At the Democratic. National Convention, 
held in Chicago in’ Jtine,. 1892,.we adopted 
the following platform with reference io 
coinage: ‘“‘We denounce the Republican 
legislation, known as the Sherman acf of 
1890, as a cowardly make-shift, fraught with 
possibilities of danger in the future, which 
should make all of its supporters as well 
as its authors anxious for its speedy repeal. 
We hold to the use of both gold and silver 
without discrimination against either metal 
or charge of mintage; but the dollar unit 
of coinage of both metals must be of equal 
intrinsic and exchange value or be adjusted 
through international agreement, or by such 
safeguards in legislation as shall influence 
the maintenance of the reins of the two 
metals and the equal power of every dollar 
ait all times in the markets and im the pay- 
ment of debts; and we demand that all 
paper currency shall be kept at par with 
and redeemable in such coin.” . 

At.the Democratic Siate Convention in 
Kansas City, in May, 1894, the following res- 
olution with reference to coifage was 
adopted: ‘‘We therefore demand the’ free 
bimetallic coinage of both gold and silver 
and the restoration of the bimetallic stand- 
ard as it existed under our laws for over 
eighty years prior to the demonetization of 
the standard silver dollar in 1873, and should 
it become necessary in order to maintain the 
two metals in circplation to readjust the 
ratio it should be determined whether gold 
has risen or silver has rallen, and whether 
there should be a change of the gold dollar 
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rc of the silver dollar or of both, to the end 
that whatever ratio is adopted the rights 
of both creditor and deteor should be pre- 
servyad alike, having in view the demands 
oO people for an adequate circulating 
medium. We declare that we are not in 
favor of gold monometallism or silver mono- 
metallism, but that both’ should be coined 
in such ratio as will maintain the two 
metals in circulation.” 

Although the silver men were in the ma- 
jority at this convention, the above resolu- 
tien is not ¢xactly what the friends of free 
silver. wanted. Gov. Francis made _ the 
fight of his life at this convention and, with 
the large personal following he had, suc- 
ceeded in securing from our people this 
compromise. The Eastern press claimed, 
when this resolution was made known to 
them. that ‘‘the silver men had been downed 
in Missouri, and it was but a question of a 
short while before the craze will have per- 
Sshed.”’ 


After this convention, the silver men 
began aggressively upon the work of organ- 
ization in Missouri, seeing that without 
organization, although the State was large- 
ly favorable to free coinage, the enemies 
of the white metal, being well-organized 
and well-equipped for battle, would give 
them trouble and possibly would prevent 
them from declaring themselves unequivo- 
cally in favor of the free coinage of silver 
and gold at the ratio of 16 to 1. This organ- 
ization resulted in the convention at Pertle 
Springs in August, where 99 per cent 
of the delegates favored free coinage at the 
7% to 1 ratio. At this convention the De- 
mocracy of Missouri went .one record as 
follows: ‘‘Resolved, that. we, the Democrat- 
ic party of Missouri, in convention assem- 
bled, demand the free and unlimfted cotnage 
of silver and gold as primary and redemp- 
tion money at the ratio of 16 to 1, without 
waiting for the aetion or approva! of any 
other nation; and, resolv that we are 
irrevocably opposed to the substitution for 
bimetallic money of a panic-breeding, cor- 
poration credit currency, based on a single 
metal, the supply of which is so limited that 
it can be cornered at any time by a few 
banking institutions in Europe and America: 
resolved, that we are opposed to the policy 
and practice of surrendering to the holders 
of the obligations of the United States the 
option, reserved by law to the Government, 
of redeeming such obligations in either gil- 
ver coin or ad coin.”’ 

This is,“ Peet tor me upon which the 
Democrats of Missouri stand to-day. It is 
so plain that he who runs may read. When 
these resolutions reached New York there 
wan no doubt then as to where the Demo- 
crats of Missouri stood on the financial

we stand to-day. he silver sentiment te 
atronger in Missouri to-day than it has 
ever beey and it is growing stronger and 
, stronger daily. The opposition of the Dem- 
ocrats of our State to Federal control of 
elections, to protection and to trusts and 
combinations, etc., etc., is well known, but 
I favor subordinating every other issue, 
without a compromise of our position, how- 
ever, upon any of them, to that of the finan- 
cial question. We believe, as it has been 
summed up, that the demenetization of sil- 
ver has given the homesteads of thousands 
of toilers to the creditor; that it has placed 

iré of our railway mileage in the 
hands of receivers’ it has given idleness 
40 ever four millions of toilers in shop 
amd feld; it given created capital no 
~meope for use, and but ttle or no return 
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| duced $260,000,000 more of Government bonds, 
which are as so*many finaneial fetters to 
Shackle the feet of industry. It has filled 
10,000 graves with despairing suicides, and 
we have determined anew to do all in our 
power to rid ourselves from Wall ‘street 
control and to right the Wrong if. possible. 
In this fight the people are with us, and 
our victory will be the people’s victory’ 
To my mind the most important issue that 
*ever confronted us, which lies at the very 
basis of the Government Hself, is this great 
unsettled issue—the money question. 


How should this issue be met? My 
answer is, by an wncompromising fight for 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
and geld at the ratio of 16 tol. If we think 
We are right, and we do, then we should go 
ahead. The silver Democrats in every 
county in Missouri should begin upon the 
work of reorganization, and see to it that 
the predominating sentiment in their re- 
spective counties is properly represented at 
the Sedalia Convention. At the Sedalia 
Convention we should endorse the Pertle 
Springs platform and send a solid, un- 
broken delegation of stalwart silver Dem- 
ocrats, if the silver men are in the majority 
at that convention, to the National Conven- 
tion at Chicago—a delegation which will 
vote as one man, and which will labor ear- 
nestly and zealously for the success of the 
silver cause. 

I have hopes that the silver men of the 
West and South, with the friends they have 
in other parts of the country, will control 
the National Convention. The majority may 
be small, and a surrender on the part of 
our people at Sedalia of two, three or four 
delegates, might prove fatal, and lose us the 
control of this convention. If we can get a 
silver platform and a silver candidate for 
President, we will draw to us the support 
of the Populists and Bimetallists and will 
elect our national ticket. In Missouri we 
would, with a national platform in harmony 
with our State platform, elect our whole 
ticket by 75,000 majority, and turn Hon. 
G. G. Vest to the Senate. If.we fail at Chi- 
cago, and we are given a single gold stand- 
ard platform and a gola& nominee for Presi- 
dent, we would lose the Presidency and 
have a harder fight on our hands at home. 
Our danger in Missouri will He not in a gain 
in the Republican vote, but in the loss of 
Democratic votes, which might be cast 
for the bimetallic ticket. While it is neces- 
sary for us to endeavor to prevent the Na- 
tiorflal Convention from adopting the single. 


tion in Missouri and in the country must be 
loyally upheld. All taik in the party of a 
bolt by anybody is out of order and should 
be stopped. If-there should be a bolt, it at 
least should not be countenanced by silver 
men. We are Democrats and on elec*ion 
day everyone of us should be found at the 
polls early, working and voting for Dem- 
ocratic success. It matters not whether we 
fail to get what we want at Chicago or 
not, or who the nominees may be. We will 
trust to a kind Providence and hope for 
bevter luck next time. The only show for 
Wee coinage of silver.is in the Democratic 
organization. If any large per cent of our 
friends forsake the party, bolt its nominees 
and follow the precedent of the Charleston 
Convention, it will endanger our organiza- 
tion and we will be playing into the hands 
of the enemy, and the cause of free coinage 
itself will receive a blow, from which i% will 
not soon rally. 

To insure success in Missouri, factional- 
ism must be killed off within our ranks. 
Too many Democrats are carrying knives 
up their sleeves for other Democrats and 
watching for opportunities to get even with 
somebody. ®@ We must get fogether and 
stay together and fight Republicans instead 
of Democrats. We are all not “loving one 
another’ as devotedly as the Good Book 
tells us se should. Our organization in 
Missouri is strong, but not- sufficiently 
—s to constitute two distinct parties and 
win.

- THE FRENCH CRISIS. 


The present French crisis is evidently 
much more gerious than any that have 
occurred for many years past. 

On the surface it seems to be a mere 
Cabinet crisis, but it is apparent from the 
advices of those in the best position to 
know the facts that its roots strike 
into the social and political conditions 
of France. 

The, combination of the Ministry and 
the Chamher of Deputies against the 
Senate is more than a mere accidental 
agreement. Back of it is a strong sen- 
timent against the Senate as an ultra- 
conservative and plutocratic body whieh 
, Stands in the way of radical progress, 
It is in a sense a struggle of the GCon- 
servative elements against popular as- 
pirations, and'as the issue ifvolves “a 
constitutional question it may at any 
time become revolutionary. 

It is difficult to foresee what may come 
out of it. The expressed determination 
of M. Bourgeois and his Cabinet associ- 
ates to stand with the Chamber against 
the Senate’s action may force them as a 
last resort to an appeal to the people. 
The Parisians are excitable and probably 
detest some features of the republican 
government as cordially as their grand- 
fathers detested the aristocracy. 

Much depends upon the attitude of 
President Faure and Gen. Saussier, who 
commands the army. But in the event 
of an- uprising the danger will be far 
greater than that with which the ambi. 
tion of any pretender has threatened the F 
Republic.

STERILIZATION OF MILK. 


Mr. Nathan Straus, the New York phil- 
anthropist who supplied sterilized milk 
to the poor of that city, has sent a 
communication to the New York State 
Board of Health urging the establishment 
of milk sterilization bureaus. He alse re- 
peats an offer that he made in June, 
1895, in a circular sent to the Mayors 
of all cities of over 5,000 inhabitants, to 
give assistance in establishing plants for 
milk sterilization. 

It is a matter of life or death to the 
children of the poor in large cities that 
the milk supply should be at least harm- 
less. While it is desirable to have all 
dairies removed outside the city limits, 
it is to be feared that unless strict in- 
spection js had of all milk coming into 
the city, the danger from impure milk 
will be even ‘greater than now, whef 
the dairies are all beyond the city milk 
inspectors’ supervision. To meet this 
condition, one or more = sterilization 
plants such as Mr. Straus suggests would 
be of incalculable benefit to milk coms} 
summers, 

It would be better to have such plants | 
Started by private enterprise. With & 
reasonable charge to milk dealers and 
consumers such establishments might be 
found to be profitable. If the city should 
undertake the steriligation of milk, it 
should provide for compulsory steriliza- 
tion of all milk below a certain standard, 
and dairies or dealers supplying such 
milk should be compelled to pay the cost 
of sterilizing it. 

For the benefit of these who wish to 
study this subject or t@ke advantage 
of Mr. Straus’ offer, a comprefiensive ani 
practical article in the Year-book of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture for 1894, just issued, will prove valu- 
able.

The dreadful scene at the execution of 
Fitzgerald yesterday emphasizes the neces- 
ity for a more humane method of pics 
ing the death penalty.

ing -victim an inexcusable torture. The 
New York method of executing by electric- 
ity is zcompsorasens, uncertain, little better 
than hanging so far as its inhuman feat- 
ures are concerned, and has the demerit of 
peing worse in its sensational characteris- 


o 


The law has no intention of torturing a 
man who has been declared by a jury to be 
unworthy of longer life. If it had, break- 
ing on the wheel would be a common 
method. 

So long as society inflicts the death pen- 
alty, no more humane manner of carrying 
out its decree will be found than by some 
active poison. For example, let the con- 
}demned person lie down in his cell, an 
anesthetic be administered, and while he is 
unconscious, let a few drops of anhydrous 
prussic acid be injected into one of the 
jugular veins. Death will be instantaneous, 
certain and painless; there will be no disfig- 
urement of the body, and there can be no 
ghastly blunder as occurred yesterday. The 
method is easy, inexpensive and requires no 
elaborate machinery for its execution. Any 
Sheriff, assisted by the county physician, 
can perform the operation, without being 
harrassed fer days beforehand by the fear of 
a possible failure. 

There is no necessity of offending that 
large conservative class who oppose any 
kind of a change by substituting this as the 
only method of capita] punishment, and do- 
ing itat once. All that is necessary is that 
the law shall give to a man condemned to 
death the option of this method if he pre- 
fers it to hanging; and let the condemned 
himself say which method he will have.

There was a 
great splash and then the sound of water 
parting under the rapid strokes of the 
swimmer.

The men ran around with the blanket and 
shoes 4nd waited, calling out occasionally 
to make sure that the swimmer was all 
right.

All right; here’s bottom; g?fvwe me a 
hand.”’ They helped him up on the bank,

“Four minutes and a half,’” gaid one of the 
men.

If the par- 
tles concerned will not arbitrate, there ap- 
pears to be nothing under the new law that 
will compel an arbitration. If one side 
would consent to arbitration the matter 
could \then be terminated.

HE KILLED BELLWOOD. 


Foster's Storyef How Bateman Was 
a Sayer.

CARLYLE, IIL, Feb. 22.—The trial of the 
Bellwood murder suspects was continued 
to-day. Mike Foster, the man arrested 
three weeks ago charged with being an ac- 
cessory to, the murder, stated under oath 
that Frank Bateman approached him and 
asked him tc help him rob a man at Cen- 
tralia over a year ago. Foster refused to 
have anything to @o with it. Bateman then 
said there was no danger; that he had killed 
one man and would kill another if peces- 
sary. He told Foster if he would help do 
the job he wovild tell him who he killed. 
Foster agreed to help him, but the job 
failed. Bateman told him (Foster) that he 
killed Bellv’ood at Carlyle with a car pin 
and had robbed him of $500. He buried the 
money and used it little at a time, thus es- 
ecaping detection. He saw Bellwood treat 
some girls at the show and display a large 
roll of money. Bateman said to Foster dur- 
ing noon recess at the jail: “I’m a— 
know-nothing in this—you better be the 
same.’’ Bateman threatened to kill 
if he ever squealed on him. * 
Bateman denied everything Foster had 
said, but contradicted himself several times 
on cross-examination. The case was con- 
tinued until Feb. 28 to give time to proéure 
further evidence.

Par- 
nell, mother of the Irish patriot, sat for 
her picture last week at the age of 80gears. 
When the artist asked her to close her 
mouth she sald with a laugh: “It is un- 
natural for me, and it is almost an im- 


possibility for any woman to do so.’’ She 
has leased Ironsides, Bordentown, N. J., for 
an indefinite term, and will soon go abroad 
to join her daughter Annie. 

In her 80th year she reads the newspapers 
without the aid of glasses. 

She says: “I am hard to kill. I have the 
Stewart bones, and they are hard and do 
not. break. I would like to leave this world, 
for I fear I am going to live to be very old. 
Before I was struck down I was congratu- 
lating mys@if on _. physical strength and 
the long distances I could walk. Now my 
limbs are feeble, but my will is strong.” 

Mrs. Parnell is a perfectly preserved wom- 
an, who does not look her age and is keenly 
alive to all the questions of the day. Yes- 
terday she wore a Blue serge skirt, a neglige 
jacket, necessary to the ease of her lame 
arm, Thrown carelessly over her shoulders 
was a Stewart plaid shawl, and on her head 
a small cap of white mull. Shé had with 
her the little black velvet reticule contain- 
ing her valuable documents and diamond 
ring. Her face is almost as fresh as a girl’s 
and. as free from wrinkles. 

She was torn in Philadelphia in 1816. Her 
education wna far tn advance of the times, 
as she became accomplished in music, art, 
languages and dancing. She says she still 
likes dancing. She married Mr. J. H. Par- 
nell in 1835, he having come to Washington 
with Lord Powerscourt.

What 
boots it to extol the virtues of these who 
have done well and are dead? if 
The whole land from center to circumfer- 
ence is departed from righteousness. The 


awakening. Already the public conscience 
is quickening. On every hand there is-dis- 
satisfaction with present conditions. 
Let us have done with the pomp and cir- 
cumstance. Bring to us from the life of 
Washington lessons calculated to revive 


in every path of life. Teach the people how 
to live. Teach the leaders to be. examples 
to the people.

Teach them that in no way can they honor 
the memory of him whose birth we cele- 
brate better than by creating an environ- 
ment in which he could live if he were here 
to-day and not be lonesome. The life of the 
nation is in jeopardy, not from foreign 
foes, but from the declined moral princi- 
ples of her citizens. 4 

So great is she, in her people and her 
securities, that nothing but the undermining 
and the desctruction of her manhood can 
menace her. Happily the revival of the 
principles of ’76 is under way. The heart 
of the masses is touched with remorse, 
whence always comes betterment.” 

He then introduced the Hon. Theodore 
Roosevelt of New York as “one of the 
¢chiefest aposties of this renaissance.”’ 

Mr. Roosevelt eaid: Among the great men 
of all time the very few who were the great- 
est of the great have necessarily been both 
etatesmen and soldiers; for it is in state- 
craft and warcraft, the two arts through 
which commonwealths are founded, . gov- 
erned, defended and perpetuated that the 
ebility of the mightiest leaders of mankind 
has in the past found, and for fong in the 
future must continue to find, fts greatest ex- 
pression. Without statésmen and soldiers 
no ee ean ever achieve the highest 
rank. 

It is true also that with only statesmen 
and soldiers the highest greatness cannot be 
achieved. There must be in addition men of 
letters, men of art, men of science, writers 
of great books, builders of mighty and beau- 
tiful-buildings, the deft workers on canvas 
or in marble, the mien of stientific research 
who interpret the book of nature and dis- 
cover and utilize for the benefit of their fel- 
lows the tremendous natural forces that 
play blindly about us. 

Moreover, all of these men must have as 
the foundation upon which to work a broad 
basis of material prosperity the architects 
of this prosperity, beginning with the great- 
est merchant bankers, railway men and con- 
tinuing through the line to the last toil- 
ing handicraft man in the fields or itn the 
sheps must be strong, honest, healthy, in- 
telligent and hard working or the State 
which stands on their broad shoulders will 
topple. 

A great State must contain men who excel 
in all the multitudinous paths of labor and 
of art, and her citizens must do their full 
pe in all the necessary and commonplace 
paths of every day work if they are to fit 
themselves for facing the great emergencies. 

The time may @come when al!, men sha'‘l 
be imbued with the spirit of justice and 
mercy. When that time does come and all 
men love one another there will be small 
need of government and no need of war 
and the greatest citizen will be neither a 
statesman nor a warrior, But such a time 
is long ages distant. 

As yet life is strife and. every man who 
Succeeds and who does good to his fellows 
can only succeed: and can only do good 
by stfiving mightily and by holding his 
own with a ready hand in the war for 
righteousness. And yet we need wise laws 
well administered to Keep the wicked in 
check and to prevent the wreck. of 4:¢- 
cent men; and yet we need, as every nation 
n Ss, to stand ready to defend our/honor 
and our interest. 

Washington was not only one of tha 
world’s greatest men; he was also the best 
of the world’s great men. The memory of 
ench a man is a very precious heritage to 
the nation if cherished aright. He who 
reads of Washington’s deeds and remem- 
bers them that he may becomé.: a ‘wiser 
and better citizen is in very fact paying good 
heed to his memory. 

The politician and the soldier who try 
to live up to the principles jwhich he illus- 
trated by word and deed alike, are showing 
themselves fit to be called his countrymen. 

Washington’s whole life is meaningiess if 
it does not show that the decalogue and the 
golden rule should form the standard for 
pupiic men above all others. He proved 

y what he accomplished that it was no 
mere empty dream, but a successful life. 
work of our greatest men to make politics 
better, to make statesmanship purer and 
to make greater the nation which he had in 
@ large part created.

WASHINGTON, I C., Feb. 22.—A}! publ'e 
buildings in Washington were closed to-day 
and private business was generally suspend- 
ed. There was a parade of the District 
troops and Celebrations were conducted by 
the Society of Oldest Inhabitants and 
Daughters of the American Revolution. 

The Oldest Inhabitants were addressed by 


Congressmen Blue of Kansas and Swanson 
of Virginia and Rev; D. J. Stafford. 

At the meeting of the Daughters of the 
Amer'can Revolution speeches were made 
by Mrs..John W.. Foster, Mrs, Jos. Breckin- 
ridge and Senator Hawley. 

The Senate met to listen to the reading of 
Wushington’s farewell address by Senator 
Frye, the President pro tem of the Senate. 
The Vice President occupied the seat of) 
the presiding officer and Mr. Frye took the 
position behind the Secretary’s desk, thus 
facing the entire Senate.

Locating the spot described in Chap- 
man's dying statement, an_ investigation 
was made and a portion of the clothing was 
found. This discovery verified the story, 
and yesterday afternoon about forty men 
went to the cemetery and opened the grave 
and found the§{casket empty. -Mrs.. Wil- 
liamson was a widow and has several chil- 
dren living in this county, among whom is 
the wife of County Clerk G. W. Houston of 
this city.- 

Ira Baker was arrested in Lancaster, Mo., 
this morning and brought to this city, but 
was taken to jail at Milan, Mo., The 
people are enraged, and the report came 
here this evening that an angry mob had al- 
ready secured a rope and would meet Baker 
at the train on the way to Milan.

“T haven’t seen this comet as ye said 
he, “and all I know of it is' what have 
read in the papers.° I judge it is a\small

“How small? 

“Well, about as large as the earth. °That 
would not be large for a comet. It prob- 
ably is not coming toward us, and/if it is 
there is no possibility of its hitting us. We 
are traveling nineteen miles a second, and 
by March 14, the day t 
riving, we shall be millions of miles from 
where we are now. To hit us ft must 
be traveling toward the spot about 40,- 
000,000 of miles from here, where we 
shall be on that date. Whether or not 
the calculations that have been made 
about the present position of the comet, 
its velocity and its course are exact de- 
ends on whether the observations have 
Coan good. It is not likely ‘that they are 
exact, for a comet is a hasty body, and 
it is difficult to get good observations. If 
it was a point Hke a star it could. be told 
with; certainty just where it would be at 
a certain minute, but it is difficult to tell 
exactly what the comet is doing. You re- 
member, in 1892, it was thought for some 
days that a comet was going to hit us, 
and then it was discovered that comet was 
going away from us instead of coming 
toward us.”’

“Well, assuming that this comet is cor- 
rectly observed and will hit us on March 14, 


what will happen?” 


“Well. there would be a fine display of 
fireworks.”’

“And that’s all the damage a body as 


‘‘That’s all the damage it would do. A 
eomet, you know, is not a solid body like 
the earth. It is made up of minute bodies. 
We might compare it with a dust cloud. 
While in size it compares with the earth, 
there is no comparison in the solidity of the 
two. S8o far as we have been able to learn 
there are no large particles of matter in a 
comet. They are made up of atoms of dust 
of iron, nickel or some other metal. Our 
atmosphere is practically impervious to 
such a body. Seventy miles above the 
earth, where the atmosphere is so rare that 
the vacuum is al#host as good as_that of a 
Crookes tube, there is still enough resist- 
ance to destroy a body like a comet travel- 
ing with the rate that4& comet travels. The 
particles would become no larger than the 
ultimate atoms of matter. They would ul-, 
timately reach the earth.”’ 

“Tf a body as large as the earth Is disin- 
tegrated, and falling spreads over the face 


of the earth, wouldn’t the dust be pretty: 


deep when it had settled?” 

“Don’t you see that while in space -it 
occupies the space of the earth and in that 
sense is as big, it is not packed solid like 
the earth. Take ordinary dust, for example, 
if a cloud of it covers a mile of space, if. 


all the particles were compressed into the fr 


smallest space it would occupy very little 
room. If a comet was made of solid mat-: 
ter the result, would be different. The heat 
generated by the contact with the atmos- 
phere. would be sufficiént to melt things. 
For instance a hundred-ton piece of iron 
might burn a hole ‘as big as the State of 
New York. Under the tremendous heat the 
earth and stone in the immediate neighbor- 
hood would be vaporized immediately. But 


there are no large particles of matter in the. 


make-up of acomet. There is just one poss- 
ibility of unpleasantness in a comet-hitting 
the earth, that is the subsequent effects on 
the atmosphere. It would seem likely that 
the atmosphere would be filled with gaseous 
matter, and if the comet was a-large one, 
made up in part of gases, as they are, it 
might intrdduce a matter into the atmos- 
phere that would be deleterious to health, 
It might give us the grip or. some other 
disease.”’ 


The. reporter asked how comets were 
made or where they came from. ‘Mr. Ser- 
viss said: 

“Some say that they consist of what was 
left over after the creation. After the uni- 
verse, comprising the spn, the world, the 
stars and all else was! made, there was 
some material left, these people say. Com- 
ets are entirely independent of the solar 
system.”’ . 

Speaking of comets that had struck or 
come near the earth, Mr. Serviss told of the 
comet of 1861 which swished us with.its tail. 
The skies were illuminated at night, but 
there were no other known effects. In 1882 
he said a comet is supposed to have grazed 
us, but no effects were known. It is sup- 
posed that a plece of Biela’s comet struck 
us, too, It was a large comet. It disappeared 
in 1840 and was lost for a long time. Then it 
came back in two pieces. These kep*? getting 
further and further apart. In 1872 they dis- 
appeared. There was a brilliant meteoric 
display. 


“Suppose this comet strikes us, how long 
will the display last? asked the reporter. 
“That will depend. It might last two 
hours. It might last all night. Suppose it is 
as big as the earth. The earth travels nine- 
teen miles a second, It might last while the 
earth was oraveling eight thousand miles.” 
“Astronomers are anxious that it should 
strike us.”’ . ° 
“They are,” said Mr. Serviss. ‘It will be 
a great display. The possibility of increasing 
our knowledge is great.’’

“Of course it would strike but one side of

-SPRCIAL SPIES. 


Now,in the Service of the Pest-Office 
With Limited Duties. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 22.—Under the 
new postal appropriation bill: the secret in- 
spection of jetter carriers by special agents 


will be stopped. The bill provides instead 
that there shall be thirty additional post- 
office inspectors who shall be assigned to 
the free delivery service exclusively. 

While these men will be nominally under 
the authority of the Fourth Assistant Post- 
master-General, they will be subject to the 
orders of the First Assistant and the Super- 
iftendent of, the free delivery service. ey 
will devote their time exclusivly to inspect- 
fons of the free delivery service and will 
pursue the same methods pursued by the 
Special agents, 

First Assistant Postmaster-General Jones, 
who originated the inspection by special 
agents, is satisfied with the new provision, 
and says it will complish exactly the 
Same results as the system now jin vogue. 

The fifty special agents are still in the 
service and are watching letter carriers in 
several Southern cities at the present time. 
They will remain special agents until next 
July, when the bill now before Congress 
will become effective. Then they will be 
transferred to the inspection department as 

stoffice inspectors, and will report to the 

ourth Assistant Postmaster-General, who 
will assign them to the same duties they 
now follow.

PAY FOR THEMSELVES. 


Simple Arithmetic Applied to the Good 
Roads Problem—Startling Figures. 


According to statistics collected by the 
office or road inquiry of the Department of 
Agricu}ture, the amount of loss each year 
by bad roads of the country is almost be- 
youd relief. Some 10,000 letters of inquiry 
were sent to intelligen* and reliable farmers 
throughout the country, and returns were 


obtained fyom about 1,200 counties, giving 
the average length of haul in miles from 
farms to markets and shipping points, the 
average weight of load hauled, and the av- 
erage length per ton for the whole length of 
haul. Summarized it appears that the gen- 
eral average length of haul is twelve miles, 
the weight of load for two horses 2,002 
pounds, and the avefage cost per ton per 
mile 25 cents or $3 for the entire load. 

Allowing conservative estimates for *on- 
nage of all kinds earried over public roads 
the aggregate expense of this transportation 
is figured at $946,414,600 per annum. Those in 
& position to judge calculate that two-thirds 
of this, or nearly $631,000,000 could be saved 
if the roads were in reasonably good condi- 
“ion, At $4,000 per mile a very good road can 
be constructed, and if an amount equaling 
the savings of one year. Were applied to 
improving highways, 157,000 miles of road 
in this country could be put in eondition. 
The effect of this would be a permanent im- 
provement; and not only would the farmer

faro boxes are of many Kinds, and that 
their price varies, not according to their 
material or ornamentation, but accarding 
to the degree and kind of unfairness of 
which they are capable. A square faro box 
can be bought from $5 to $15, while a “‘sand- 
tell” or ‘‘needle-tell’’ bex cannot be ob- 
tained for less than $25 to $100. As a matter 
of fact more dishonest boxes than square 
ones are sold. This gives some idea. of the 
odds against which the faro-player goes up. 

Roulette is a less distinctively American 
game than faro, but itis played here often. 
A roulette wheel is divided into thirty-eight 
compartments, thirty-six of which are num- 
bered from one to thirty-six inclusive, the 
other two being marked 0 (zero) and 0 
(double zero), respectively. Eighteen of the 
numbered spaces are colored black, the 
other eighteen being red, while zero and 
double zero are both green, The player may 
bet on any number of the thirty-six or on 
the zeros, and if the ball lodges in that 
space he will receive thirty-five chips for 
every one he has staked. Or he may bet on 
= geler—red or black—receiving even money 
if the ba)] should roii into a compartment of 
the color that he has backed.

In the 
American game, after shuffling and cut- 
ting the pack, two cards are dealt out, face 
down, and the third card is turned up. 
The color, suit and size of this third card 
determine the destination of the money pre- 
viously staked. Every third card is thus 
bet upon and turned up, until the pack has 
been run out, when a new shuffle and deal 
are necessary. ‘ 

This gives seventeen ‘urns to a deal, 
when only a single pack is in use. Com- 
monly; however, two or three packs are 
shufffed together and dealt from as de- 
scribed, in order to obviate the necessity 
of frequent shuffling and cutting.

Ié is quite possible for a storm to be 
raging up in the clouds, and yet not be felt 
on the surface of the ground. So, also, 
there might be a serious storm near to the 
earth that would have no effect upon the 
upper currents of air. Science, it is inter- 
eating to know, has never been able to de- 
termine precisely how far the atmosphere 
extends above the earth. It is commonly 
believed among scientific men now that the 
atmosphere’s height varies according to 
certain conditions It is thought to be at 
least fifty miles above the earth, and it is 
supposed that at times it may extend two 
hundred miles up.

These low pressure 
areas of storm are in vast extent, 
they have two motions—first, their pro- 
gressive or onward motion from west to
